The 81-year-old founder of Com­ 
munist China received the President,

daughter, Susan, and seven U.S. of­ 
ficials at his home near the Forbidden 
City in downtown Peking. 


The White House said the Fords 
were accompanied by Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger; 
X X . Gen. 
Brent Scowcroft, the national security 
adviser to the President; George Rush, 
the U.S. liaison officer in Peking; 
Undersecretary of State Joseph Sisco; 
Assistant Secretary of State Philip 
Habib; Winston Ix>rd, director of the

and 
Richard 
Solom on, 
a 
member 
of the

Council. 
After introductions, handshakes and 
some small talk, Mrs. Ford and Susan 
left, accompanied by Sisco, Habib and 
Solomon. Kissinger, Bush, Scowcroft 
and Ix)rd remained for Ford s talk 
with Mao. 
A U S. spokesman said the visit 
lasted an hour and 55 minutes. 
Details were to be announced later. 
The meeting had been expected 


since about noon, when Susan Ford 
was called back from a trip to the Ming 
Tombs, 12 m iles outside Peking 
The President met for two hours 
during the morning with China s ac­ 
ting premier, Vice Premier Teng R ea ­ 
ping, and the White House reported “a 
constructive exchange of views on a 
wide range of international issues.” 
“Both sides found the discussions 
were b e n eficia l,” said the brief 
American communique, 
The announcement said Kissinger 
and Foreign Minister ('hiao Kuan-hua 
would continue the discussion.

The topics discussed by Ford and 
Teng were not announced. But White 
House spokesman Hon Nessen said 
before the meeting he thought Soviet- 
American detente would be one of the 
subjects discussed and “ I think he’ll 
explain the American position force­ 
fully and fully and frankly. 
Teng. in his toast at the state 
banquet M onday night following 
Ford’s arrival, voiced once again his 
government’s fear that because of the 
detente policy, the Soviet Union no 
longer considers the United States a 
deterrent to its territorial ambitions.

New York Aid Takes Short Cut 


WASHINGTON (AP) — President 
Ford’s $2.3-billion plan for federal aid 
to New York City is taking a short-cut 
through Congress, and backers of the 
proposal say they expect it to win 
approval. 
New York Mayor Abraham Beame 
is 
scheduled 
to 
m eet 
with 
congressional leaders today as the 
House begins consideration of the plan 
Ford offered to help the city avoid 
default. 
C ongress 
returned 
from 
its 
Thanksgiving recess on Monday and 
began plans for dealing with the 
proposal. House leaders immediately 
agreed to scrap the aid bill already 
under consideration and to substitute 
the Ford plan as an amendment, which 
means the measure does not have to 
travel through committee to reach the 
floor. 
The President announced last week 
that he had changed his staunch op­ 
position to any aid for New York. He 
outlined a proposal that would offer 
federal loans to the city during each of 
the next three years. The loans would 


be repayable each year at interest 
rates up to I per cent higher than the 
federal government pays to borrow 
money. 


The Ford plan requires New York to 
revamp its fiscal system and keep its 
financial affairs under tight control. 
The m easure the Ford plan replaces 
had already won approval from the 
House Banking Committee and would 
have called for the federal government 
to guarantee repayment of private 
loans to New York. Ford’s opposition 
had given that plan little chance of 
success. 
The Ford measure was introduced in 
the Senate by Republicans John Tower 
of Texas and Jacob Javits of New 
York. Javits called Ford’s plan “the 
very minimum” to assure New York’s 
fiscal survival. 
H ouse M ajority Whip John J. 
M cFall, D -C alif., said the Ford 
measure should pass easily now that 
the President is behind it, although 
conservative oppsition still 
is

pected.

In a deposition filed Monday in 
connection with a suit challenging the 
legality of the wiretaps, Ehrlichman 
said Mardian was afraid of the late 
FBI director and worried that he 
might send his agents to break into the 
office and remove the files. 
He said Mardian feared he might be 
harmed by Hoover or his agents. 
Ehrlichman testified that Hoover 
“was not 
above blackmailing the 
President” and that he might use the 
wiretap files “to secure whatever he 
wanted from the President,” including 
a guarantee that his job would be 
protected.

Officials in Washington said the 
British demand could upset plans for 
the conference, which will launch 
lengthy negotiations to work out new 
international trade arrangements, and 
delay it until January or February, at 
the earliest. 
Britain, although now a petroleum 
importer 
like

Market m em bers, hopes to become an 
exporter of North Sea oil in the 1980s 
and does not want to be bound by a 
policy formulated by importers. 
One suggested compromise was for 
the British to lead the Common Market 
delegation on the oil and energy 
commission that the Paris conference 
is to set up. 
The governm ent chiefs agreed 
Monday night on the principle of direct 
elections for a European parliament. 
But Wilson questioned whether Britain 
could alter its electoral system to 
provide 
for 
proportional

tation by 1978, the present target date. 
The other governments also ex­

revenue sharing.”

Reportedly Dying 


UNITED NATIONS, N Y

Only m assive international efforts can 
keep pollution from killing every living 
thing in the Mediterranean Sea except 
bacteria 
and 
viru ses, 
French 
oceanographer Jacques Cousteau 
warns. 
If the pollution continues, Cousteau 
told a news conference at United 
Nations headquarters 
Monday, the 
people of Barcelona, Marseilles, Nice, 
Genoa, Naples and the rest of the coast 
of southern Europe might have to 
move dozens of miles inland. 
“The Mediterranean is so sick that 
only a carefully coordinated project on 
a m assive scale can avert the dis­ 
aster,” the 65-year-old ocean explorer 
said. He estim ated the effort would 
take seven to 15 years if launched 
immediately. 
“ If the Mediterranean continues to 
la- intoxicated to the point of dying, the 
only organisms that will survive will 
bi* bacteria and viruses, and it is too 
frightening to imagine what this could 
mean to the people in the nearby 
areas," Cousteau said. 
Cousteau would not set a time for the 
Mediterranean’s death, but he said 
serious harm already has been done. 
Coastal areas have been com peted de­ 
pleted of fish, he reported, and the 
open ocean, once at least seven or 
eight tim es 
less 
fertile 
than 
the 
Mediterranean, is now 15 to 20 times 
more productive in terms of fish 
catches. 


Cousteau is secretary-general of the 
International Conference for Scientific 
Exploration of the Mediterranean and 
president of the European Oceanic 
Association He said foul sea air has

Carlos has won his first confrontation 
with Spain’s powerful right wing. 
Government sources reported that the 
Council of the Realm today nominated 
the king’s choice, former Vice Premier 
Torcuato Fernandez Miranda, to be 
president of the Cortes, the Spanish 
parliament. 
The name of the 60-year-old 
university professor who was one of 
the king’s teachers was reported given 
to Juan Carlos after a six-hour secret 
meeting of the council, which is the 
king’s chief advisory body. 
‘There was a battle within the 
council,” the sources said. 
They reported that militant sup­ 
porters of the Franco dictatorship 
feared the selection of Fernandez 
would mean a change in the regime 
and wanted a second six-year term for 
Alejandro Rodriguez de Valcarcel, a 
Franco appointee whose term expired 
last week. 
The split within the 16-man council 
set the stage for a still harder test for 
the 37-year-old king, the naming of a 
new premier and a new cabinet. 
Informed sources said the council 
probably would be convened after 
Fernandez is sworn in to present three 
names to the king to succeed Premier 
Carlos Arias Navarro. There have 
been reports that Arias has resigned 
and that the king has accepted the 
resignation.

Rusty Is N o Cynic, But 


NEW YORK (KFS) - “ Oh, hey!’* 
exclaimed our 14-year-old son, who 
was reading the TV highlights 
“ ‘The Waltons' have another great 
disaster coming up for Thanksgiving. 
Get this: ‘John Boy suffers a .serious 
head accident when his father neglects 
to repair a machine and he pretends 
not to 
be 
hurt 
because 
of 
an 
examination, but when his vision is 
impaired 
doctors 
fear 
for 
his 
sight. . . ’ 
“ I can hardly wait to see what they TI 
have for Christmas!" 
Son Rusty is no cynic but, like many 
kids his age, he has now more interest 
in poking fun at TV than in watching it 
with the wide-eyed absorption of a 
misspent childhood. As the Nielsen 
ratings 
show, 
he 
is 
not 
alone. 
Americans, particularly the young, 
are kicking the TV addiction in 
massive numbers. Between one and 1.5 
million fewer households are tuning iii 
TV nightly compared with the same 
period last year, even though one 
million new households bought their 
first sets during the past year. 
KIDS KID THE MEDIUM 
What are these Americans doing 
with all that spare time? Some, like 
Rusty, may be relishing their new­ 
found freedom by kidding the medium 
they once loved. Writer-wit Goodman 
Ace may have summed up that 
segment the other night when he left a 
Saturday 
dinner 
party 
early, 
apologizing: “ Sorry, but I have to go 
home and turn off Howard Cosell." 
Others are reading books and buying 
record numbers of records and stereo 
sets. Still others, if we are to believe 
the unbelievably erotic pictures we 
now see on the newsstands, are 
spending most of their time in bed with 
a friend or friends. 
There are all manner of theories on 
why television is losing the eyes of 
America. Some people believe the 
“ family viewing hours" have resulted 
in the kind of pablum that turns adults 
(and their sets) off. Others say that the 
novelty of TV has simply worn off the 
long-time viewers, and they want live 
action. It has even been mentioned 
that late-night supermarket shopping 
is pulling people out of the home. 
But probably the most telling ot all 
studies on the matter is the one con­ 
ducted in New York last month, which 
revealed that TV commercials are not 
“ believable,” even to many children, 
who — after a certain age — actually 
regard them with some hostility. Since 
so much of the television schedule is 
composed of disruptive commercials, 
the effect may be to saturate the ac­ 
companying progranuning with the 
stamp of skepticism. 
The study on video advertising 
conducted by Columbia University 
professor of psychology and linguistics 
Dr. Thomas G. Bever, and Martin L. 
Smith, co-founder of Smith-Greenland, 
a N. Y. advertising agency 
came to 
the following conclusions: 
Most children up to age 6 regard all 
TV content, including commercials, as 
pure entertainment. 
However, children of ll and 12 have 
as much difficulty as adults in dealing 
with a conflict caused by society’s 
apparent acceptance of sometimes 
misleading commercials. 
Children between 7 and IU ex­ 
perience “ serious conflicts." While 
misleading advertising is not the only 
agent of hypocrisy in their lives, they 


see it as the first socially accepted one. 
So, beginning at age 7, “ children in 
general probably are as skeptical of 
advertising as adults are." 
Discussing the age category, 7 to IO, 
Smith states, “ These children face 
increasing conflicts as they perceive 
various forms of adult hypocrisy. A 
child can dismiss his personal ex­ 
periences with the deceit of individual 
adults 
but realizing that society 
allows for institutional hypocrisy 
violates moral precepts he has been 
taught.” 
Dr. Bever adds, “ And the experience 
of 
coming 
to 
terms 
with 
in­ 
stitutionalized hypocrisy can have 
quite serious effects at that age." At 
about age IO, summed up the study, 


children resolve the conflict through 
an intense hostility toward ad­ 
vertising. “ They simplify the problem 
by accusing all advertising, like many 
other aspects of the adult world, to be a 
total pack of lies.” 


I’M PROTECTED!’ 
It’s sad, but apparently true. When I 
showed Rusty the results of the survey, 
he pronounced it 89 per cent more 
effective than the other leading polls. 
And when I asked him if TV com­ 
mercials had caused him serious 
conflicts, he admitted that although 
they once had bothered him a great 
deal, he no longer really cared: “ You 
see, I am protected by this invisible 
protective shield . . . ”

“ What in hell have we been doing 
these past 24 years," said Lilienthal, 
who as chairman of the Tennessee 
Valley Authority and first Atomic 
Energy 
Commission 
chairman, 
learned you must always be on guard 
against inertia. 
He referred to Page 246, “ Volume 
Three, The Journals of David E. 
Lilienthal," in which he describes the 
technology of coal conversion and 
relates that a private group was ready 
to build a much larger plant. That was 
in 1951. 
The technology was available then, 
he said. Informed people knew an 
alternative to oil was desirable. .An 
investment banking house, Eberstadt 
& Co., was willing to raise $400 million 
if assured by government of minimum 
prices. 
“ If we meant business that plant 
would have been built, and through 
private financing," he said. Other 
plants would have followed, costs 
would have fallen, and today we might 
have had a “ very comfortable’’ 
alternative to foreign oil. 
Now, in the midst of crisis, he said, 
we finally get moving on a much 
smaller plant. There was bite but not 
scorn in his quiet voice. “ There is a 
timidity, a lack of resolution in the 
decision centers," 
he said delib­ 
erately . 
For the past 20 years Lilienthal, 76, 
has headed his own 
company, 
Development and Resources Corp., a 
unique concern that combines private 
enterprise and public goals in the large 
scale, integrated development of 
natural resources.

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You don’t get things done by writing 
reports, said Lilienthal, briefly 
recalling his TV A days, when he 
learned that nothing fails like disbelief 
and that action itself, even in a small 
way, always is more convincing than 
talk. 
“ We’re constipated by reports,” he 
said. 
In 
his opinion 
we’re 
also 
paralyzed by negativism, and embued 
with 
an 
attitude 
unbecoming 
Americans, that problems are too big 
to handle. 
“ Our leaders, public and private, 
are timid and slow and this becomes 
contagious," he said. 
“ We’re holding ourselves back. If we 
let ourselves go we have the human 
energy and resources to do anything 
we want to do. Human energy dis­ 
tinguishes this country." This nation, 
he said, is underdeveloped, yet we act 
as if we can do no more. 
“ Energy is a basic characteristic of 
a country," he said. “ If you’ve got it in 
the people they produce the electricity 
and the gas — and the food and the rest 
of the country’s needs." 
He stopped abruptly, fearful he said 
that people might think he was 
preaching. Preaching and moralizing, 
you gathered, were about as useless to 
him as computer printouts that never 
were read. 
Instead, he said, he’d rather talk 
about specifics first, generalities later. 
It is in doing something specific — not 
talking about it or reporting it or 
analyzing it — that sets the example to 
follow, he said. 
He gave an illustration: His com­ 
pany had access to a roomful of 
reports in 1961 that told why com­ 
mercial coal wouldn’t be found in 
certain parts of the Rocky Mountains. 
A man investigated. “ He walked and 
walked and walked." He found it. 
If we must write reports, he said, we 
should at least make them appealing 
not to statisticians but to businessmen 
“ who will be willing to stake their 
money or reputation or company — 
reports a man will move on." 
Referring to admonitions to save 
rather than use energy, he declared: 
“ What this country needs is more, not 
less energy. We can’t dally. If we do 
we’ll become more and more de­ 
pendent on foreign oil." 
We cannot, he emphasized, wait 24 
years more. “ In order for the nation to 
have a major reliance on coal for fuel, 
feedstocks, gas, gasoline and oil, we 
need more than just a relatively little 
plant in Illinois." 
He concluded: “ Momentum is the 
secret of American development. If we 
wait we lose it. I intend to speak out 
about it. This is the opening.”

XENIA, Ohio (A P) — Funeral 
services will be held Wednesday for 
Raymond A. Higgins, editor emeritus 
of the Xenia Gazette, wrho died 
Saturday at the age of 78. 
Higgins joined the Gazette in 1916 as 
a reporter and worked his way up 
through managing editor, manager 
and executive editor. He retired as 
managing editor in the 1950s, con­ 
tinuing as executive editor until 1966, 
when he assumed the post of editor 
emeritus.

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Recovery 
To Continue 
Experts Say 


NEW YORK (AP) - The country’s 
business recovery should continue 
through 1976, but no boom is in 
prospect, according to the predictions 
of The Economic Forum, a group of ll 
top U.S. economists. 
The forum estimated that unem­ 
ployment would average 7.8 per cent, 
compared to 9.5 per cent this year, and 
that corporate profits would rise by 27 
per cent, as against a dip of 15 per cent 
in 1975. 
A 12 per cent over-the-year rise in 
the Gross National 
Product to 
$1,651,500,000,000 was also projected 
for 1976, but the forum members said 
that only 5.8 per cent would represent 
true growth, the rest inflation. 
The forum, which meets twice a year 
under sponsorship of the Conference 
Board, an independent research 
organization, also predicted that con­ 
sumer and wholesale prices would rise 
by 6.6 per cent in 1976, down from the 9 
per cent rate this year. 
Chairman Albert T. Somers said the

deliberate recovery. It follows a 
recession which deeply wounded many 
important industries and left a residue 
of caution and distress that will not be

Electric Railw ay 
Gets Trolley Car 
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TOLEDO, Ohio (AP) — After an 18 
month delay, the Waterfront Electric 
Railway finally received its 51-year- 
old Portuguese trolley car which the 
owners hope to put to use here by May. 
The car, originally expected in June 
1974, was delayed by the political crisis 
in Portugal. It arrived two weeks ago 
minus an engine, but otherwise in good 
repair, and needs only a paint job and 
cleaning before becoming a part of a 
historic railroad in a proposed city 
park. 
The car, one of only eight in the 
world, is the dream of Toledo trolley 
buff Willard Edson, president of 
Waterfront Electric, the local group 
that purchased the $8,300 relic. It was 
abandoned for use in Oporto, Portugal 
because of “body structural failure.” 
Working motors could not be in­ 
stalled on the car at the time of pur­ 
chase because of chassis problems and 
Edson was unsure whether the motors 
would be shipped with the car. The 
motors were ordered after the car 
arrived two weeks ago. 
The interior of the 28-foot-long, 23- 
passenger trolley is finished in Spanish 
mahogany and decorative rattan, 
Edson said, and has deep, semicon­ 
vertible windows that open below the 
armrest of the seat. A broken window 


was the only damage sustained on the 
voyage from Portugal. 
More than $4,000 payment due on the 
car when it arrived has been paid 
through contributions from interested 
citizens, Edsop said. He attributes the 
interest to “people just wanted to see it 
run.” 


The political crisis in Portugal 
postponed installation of a new 
transportation system in Oporto that 
would have replaced the trolleys. 
The trolley will make its American 
debut, riding on a float in a Christmas 
parade here Dec. 6, then go into winter 
storage, Edson said. 
The trolley won’t be the only historic 
car in the park. While waiting for the 
Portuguese car, the group bought a 
trolley from the Chicago Transit 
Authority. 
It 
arrived 
in 
mid- 
September and is being stored at 
Edson’s business. 


Also on the park railway, which will 
carry passengers, will be three diesel 
locomotives and three railroad cars. 
The Portuguese trolley body was 
built in 1924 and rebuilt in Oporto from 
an original car. Six of the remaining 
cars are in Portugal ; the Toledo model 
is the only one in this country, Edson 
said.

Former Ohio Rep. James I Aiken, 
brother of former U S. Rep Thomas 
(Aiken D-Ohio, was selected to serve 
the second half of the two year term 
Th coalition unseated Republican? in 
1971 after 14 years of domination and 
has won the last three straight elec­ 
tions. 
Ceremonial or not. Mayor Sterne is a 


battler and an advocate of the Equal 
Rights Amendment for women. 
Mayor Sterne, 55, is a registered 
nurse, wife of a physician and mother 
of two grown daughters She has been 
deeply involved in virtually every Is­ 
sue facing the city and has been on the 
winning side in such projects as fur­ 
nishing free breakfasts and lunches at 
schools for poor children, better health 
care, opening public service jobs to 
women in city hall and in the police 
and fire departments, preservation of 
neighborhoods, parks and monuments. 
She was a pioneer in helping the city 
take over the local transit company. 
Mrs, Sterne legally changed her first 
name from lavergne to Bobbie after 
the Hamilton County Board of Elec­ 
tions refused to allow her to use “ Bob­ 
bie” on the 1969 ballot. Her protest was 
disallowed by the Ohio Supreme Court. 
She said she plans to continue to seek 
reforms but “without the rhetoric of 
sweeping promises of which we have 
no hope of fulfilling "

Yoshimura, facing trial in the shadow 
of Patricia Hearst, is winning strong 
financial support from Japanese- 
Americans determined to give her as 
many legal advantages as possible.

native Fresno, Calif., is receiving 
inquiries daily from prospective 
members across the country, most of 
them Japanese-Americans, according 
to committee officials. 
One such donor in New York sent $25 
with a note saying the contribution was 
in memory of his father who suffered 
discrimination during World War IL 
Organizers say Miss Yoshimura’s 
legal fund now contains more than 
$5,000, plus pledges of thousands more 
Cleveland 
School Suit 
Challenged 


CLEVELAND (AP) - The NA ACP 
suit charging the Cleveland school 
board with promoting segregation 
policies is being challenged by patrons 
as well as the school board. 
Before Judge Frank J. Battisti of 
U.S. District Court began hearing the 
second week of deliberations in a trial 
based on the suit, he was to hold a 
hearing today on a motion that IO black 
parents in the school district be 
allowed to intervene in the case. 


The parents have asked permission 
to intervene because they do not want 
the NAACP to represent them and they 
oppose busing as a way to integrate the 
schools. 
Battisti already has certified that 
the NAACP suit is a classaction suit, 
filed on behalf of the 72,000 black 
children in the district. The civil rights 
group has proposed crosstown busing 
as a method of integrating the schools. 
In a related action, Tony Richison, 
president of the inner-city Hough Area 
Community Council, says he has start­ 
ed a petition drive to collect signatures 
of parents who oppose busing. 
Jay B. White, lawyer for the IO 
parents who want to intervene in the 
trial, said that the parents feel their 
children 
are 
receiving 
quality 
education in the public schools and 
that their constitutional rights are not 
being violated.

The nation’s Thanksgiving holiday 
weekend traffic death toll reached 357, 
far below the National Safety Council’s 
predictions, at the close of The As­ 
sociated Press’s tally today. 
The National Safety Council had 
estimated that between 450 and 500 
persons would die in traffic crashes 
during the weekend that began at 6 
p.m. ocal time Thursday and ended at 
midnight Sunday. 
That prediction was the council’s 
lowest for Thanksgiving in seven 
years. 
“ M otorists have reduced their 
driving speed, 
recognizing that 
reduced speed pays off, not only in 
savings of fuel, but in greater driving 
comfort and increased safety for 
everyone on the road,” Vincent 
Tofany, president of the safety council, 
said. 
I .ast year, The AP counted 504 high­ 
way fatalities during the Thanksgiving 
holiday period. 
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Collection Agencies Under Fire 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — A civil 
lawsuit now working its way through 
the lower courts may significantly 
expand the protection consumers have 
from deceptive practices, consumer 
lawyers believe. 
The case has not yet reached a trial 
in the Cuyahoga County Common 
Pleas Court. But trial attorneys in 
Cleveland and the attorney general’s 
office here both say that a pretrial 
decision already rendered could be a 
landmark in expanding the scope of 
the state Consumer Sales Practices 
Act. 
At the least, the lawyers say, it 
would bring collection agencies under 
the act, which forbids deceptive 
practices or acts. 
“That’s probably the 
narrowest 
meaning of it,’’ said Asst. Atty. Gen. 
Jay McKirahan. In broader in­ 
terpretations, the decision implies that 
the consumer sales act goes much far­ 
ther than the immediate buyer and 
im m ediate seller. The broadest 
possible application is not known, 
“ It’s a very important decision,” 
said Carolyn McTighe of the Cleveland 
Iiegal Aid Society, the trial attorney. 
The suit was filed by Mrs. Helen 
Biggins against the 
May Co., a 
Cleveland departm ent store, and 
Professional Services Unlimited Inc., 
the store’s collection agency. 
The class action suit asks for an 
injunction against deceptive collection 
practices allegedly used by the 
agency. 
The agency asked for dismissal of 
the lawsuit, contending it was not 
covered by the consumer sales act. 
The agency said the May Co. was the 
only party in the transaction covered 
by the act. 


But in a lengthy opinion which has 
since been chosen for publication in 
state law books, Judge Bernard Fried­ 
man rejected the motion. 


He said the law was intended “to 
prohibit certain types of consumer 
practices...from the initial inception 
between the supplier and the consumer 
until the relationship terminates. 


“ In other words, that relationship 
continues from the initial inception 
between consumer and supplier until, 
as in this case, the debt is fully paid,” 
he said. 
Judge Friedman said, in effect, that 
when the collection agency took over 
the debt, it also took over the legal 
obligations of the May Co. under the 
consumer practices act. 
He said to rule otherwise “would 
defeat the very purposes for which the 
consumer practices act was enacted.” 
The ruling has not been appealed 
since there has been no final decision 
in the trial court. If Mrs. Biggins wins, 
McKirahan said he expects an appeal, 
and “that will be the major issue.” 
Because of the importance of the 
case, the attorney general has joined 
the action on Mrs. Biggins’ side. 
The suit alleges that two practices 
by Professional Services are deceptive 
and thus fall under the act. 
The suit said the firm sends a notice 
called a “ post-judgment pregar­ 
nishment form,*1 telling the debtor that 
a court judgment has been obtained 
and that wages will be garnisheed 
unless payment is made immediately. 
In reality, the suit alleges, no 
judgment has been obtained and it 
would be many months before a 
garnishment could be obtained.

Likely To Repeat 


NEW YORK (AP)

Archie Griffin was expected here 
today to become the first player in the 
history of college football to win the 
Heisman Trophy for the second time. 
If Griffin wins the 1975 Heisman. as 
expected, he would perform a feat 
which such past heroes as Army’s Doc 
Blanchard, Doak Walker of Southern 
Methodist, Ohio State's Vie Janowicz 
and Navy’s Roger Staubach were 
unable to accomplish. All won the 
Heisman in their junior years but 
failed to repeat as seniors. 
The Associated Press learned that 
Griffin was told by the Downtown 
Athletic Club of New York on Monday 
to book a flight which would get him 
here in time for the noon, EST, an­ 
nouncement.

a 
5-foot-9, 
192-pound 
tailback, finished the regular season 
as the nation’s seventh leading rusher 
with 1,357 yards on 245 carries. En 
route, he becam e m ajor college 
football’s first 5,000-yard ground- 
gainer. 


However, he fell 121 yards shy in his 
bid to break the alltime collegiate 
rushing m ark of 5,297 set by Howard

In winning the 1974 Heisman, Griffin 
rushed 236 times for 1.620 yards.

Kissinger Vetoes 
Cuban Relations 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger, irked by 
Cuban “meddling” in Angola and 
Puerto Rico, has vetoed a plan to im­ 
prove U.S.-Cuban relations through 
sports. American officials say. 
Inspired by the way “Ping Pong 
diplomacy” helped thaw U.S.-China 
relations four years ago, State 
Departm ent officials had looked 
favorably on a plan for U.S. major 
league baseball players to compete 
against a Cuban team next March in 
Havana. 
Kissinger acknowledged last week at 
a news conference that such a plan had 
been in the works but said it was 
shelved. He did not give any reason. 
Officials later disclosed that he 
rejected the idea because of Cuban 
military involvement in support of the 
pro-Moscow faction in Angola’s civil 
war and Cuba’s insistent demands for 
Puerto Rican independence. 
Another factor, officials said, was 
Cuba’s vote last month in favor of a 
United Nations resolution linking 
Zionism with racism. 
State D epartm ent sources con­ 
firmed a report in Sports Illustrated 
m agazine that two independent 
television producers, Barry Jagoda of 
New York and Richard Cohen of 
Dallas, have spent more than a year 
trying to arrange a trip to Cuba by U.S. 
major league players. 
TTie magazine said an agreement to 
play ball was reached at an October 
meeting in Mexico City involving 


Jagoda and Cohen, 
baseball com­ 
missioner Bowie Kuhn and Cuban 
sports officials. It said the ABC net­ 
work was willing to pay $165,000 for 
television rights. 
American officials acknowledged 
the game still could be played next 
March if U.S.-Cuban relations improve 
in the coming months. 
But one official expressed doubt that 
this would happen because of domestic 
political considerations. With Republi­ 
can presidential primary elections 
scheduled for February and March, 
any gesture toward Cuba at tnai tune 
could cost President Ford con­ 
servative support in those primaries, 
officials said. 
The last professional game involving 
U.S. and Cuban teams was played in 
Havana in 1960, a few months before 
the two countries broke diplomatic 
relations. In those days, major league 
rosters were filled with players who 
had come from the Cuban leagues. 
Baseball is one of the few U.S. im­ 
ports still popular in Cuba. Prime 
Minister Fidel Castro, a pitcher as a 
young man, was receptive to the idea 
of exchanging baseball and basketball 
teams when it was mentioned last May 
by visiting Sen. George McGovern, D- 
S.I). 
But since then, political differences 
between the two countries have 
sharpened. U.S. officials admit that 
recent reports of CIA assassination 
plots against Castro have set back 
detente prospects.

President Ford’s selection has met 
with generally favorable reaction in 
the legal community and in Congress, 
where so far there have been no signs 
of serious opposition to the nomination. 
The Senate Judiciary Committee is 
to begin hearings Dec. 8 on Stevens, 
who is Ford’s first nominee to the high 
court, Chairman James O. Eastland, 
D-Miss., said Monday. 
Stevens, a member of the 7th Circuit 
Court of Appeals sitting in Chicago, 
met Monday with Eastland and 
ranking minority committee member 
Sen. Roman L. Hruska, R-Neb., as 
part of the traditional courtesy call on 
senators. Stevens was accompanied by 
White House counsel Philip Buchen 
and presidential aide John O. Marsh 
Jr. 
After a lengthy conversation, 
Eastland emerged to say Stevens 
seemed “very pleasant and capable.” 
Eastland said that if the committee’s 
hearings are to be completed before 
Congress leaves for Christmas recess, 
there will have to be practically no 
opposition. 
Sen. Robert C. Byrd, D-W. Va., 
deputy majority leader and a member 
of the Judiciary Committee, said he 
doubted the Senate could act on the 
nomination 
before 
adjourning, 
especially if recess begins Dec. 12. 
Byrd told reporters there would a 
better chance if, as appears likely, 
adjournment is delayed until Dec. 19. 
In naming the 55-year-old jurist to 
the court, Ford said he hoped the 
Senate would act promptly to bring the 
court to full strength. Stevens was 
nominated to fill the seat of retired 
Justice William O. Douglas.
